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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants arguments regarding deficiencies 
in the cited prior art of Slezak for showing user input in a matrix display is not addressed because the amendment filed 19 May 2006 
adding that limitation has not been entered. The applicants state that Rudolph does not show the limitation in claim 21 and other claims of 
"rules that determine whether a characteristic of a sample is to be data collected." However Rudolph et al. shows a protocol of data 
acquisition in which particular samples are measured at predetermined times for predetermined properties. The method therefore 
comprises and executes rules of data acquisition which meet the limitations of the claims . 
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
